It is thought his 
wound will prove fatal. Two of Judge Lewis’ 
men were slightiy injured. The Judge fied to 
the Court bouse and barricaded himself. 
Howard threatens to burn the town and show 
no merey. The inhabitants are frightened 
and want to get out of town but are afraid te 
venture out of sight of the town, fearing 
they will be shot from ambush. Those who 
favor one side or the otber in town are becom- 
ing so bitter that trouble is expected in the 
town. The cause ot Tuesday's battle was a 
double murder last Friday, wherein the Tur- 
ner gang killed a young member of the How- 
ard family and a Turner man named Hall was 
killed by a Howard. Howard bad been camped

New Tonk, Oct. %.—A new and important 
movement in the railroad world, 
will attract attention on both sides of the At» 
lantic. It ie nothing less than an alliance be- 
tween two of the most extensive railway sys- 
tems of this country—the Chicago & North- 
western and the Union Pacific, The WORLD 
announces positively that these roads will 
heneeforth be operated In complete harmony 
and with the view ofeach giving the other all 
the traffic its agents can secure for points on 
either line, The ciroulars of both companies 
intended for shippers and the traveling public 
will soon furnish corroborative evidence of 
this compact. 

The negotiations which have led to the coa- 
lition have been going on for some time, and 
on account of the vast interests involved all 
the details have had most careful considera- 
tion. The agreement was fret ratided by the 
Board of Directors of the Union Pacific Co., 
with the Government directors present, and

The route over which the line is to be 
run it the ordinance passes is with a double 
track over Taylor avenue from its intersection 
with Finney avenue to near Delmar and Tay- 
lor avenue,s thence over city block 8760, and 
westward on Delmar avenue to a point 3,080 
feet west of Union avenue; also, on Delmar 
avenue over existing single track from Grand 
to Vandeventer avenue and by a continuation 
of that line to be hereafter constructed from 
Vandeventer to Taylor. Thus it is proposed 
to establish a single track electric overhead 
wire railroad on Delmar from Grand to Tay- 
lor avenue and thence a double track line of 
the same variety to the western city limits, 
covering the entire length of Delmar avenue. 
The tact that it is contemplated to lay a car 
track and hang over-head wires all along Del- 
mar avenue has naturally aroused the resi- 
dents along there. They, in the belief that no 
car lines would be run on that street, have 
gone to great pains and considerable expense 
to make a bandsome street out of it. 

An effort will be made to defeat the bill in 
the Municipal Assembly or else a compromise 
will be made changing the route to another 
street. 


The Charity Board. 


The Charity Board will hold a meeting this 
afternoon and look into several matters con- 
nected with the charitable institutions of the 
city. The repairs which are being made and 


the introduction of a new steam heating sys- 
tem at the Poor- house will come in for their 
share of attention.

pant of the Quarantine Hospital. For 
some time past it has been urged by the rela- 
tives of Brennan that he is not a leper and 
that he is being confined illegally and un- 
justly. The relatives of the man hold that 
they can bring proof to show that his leprosy 
is not leprosy. Dr. Dudley, however, says 
that he has had all of the best experts in the 
city look into the case, and that he has es- 

tablished beyond a doubt that Brennan isa 
leper if there ever was one. This case may 
be ipvestigaged this sfternoon by the Charity 
Board, as it comes under the jurisdiction of 
that body. 


People’s Railway Cable. 


The work of finishing the tracks of the 
People’s Cable road is being pushed ahead as 
fast as possible, and israpidly nearing com- 
pletion. There have been a great many 
difficulties encountered during the construc- 


tion, but so far they have all been overcome. 
At present the work on the roadway 
is centered on the curves and 
crossing at Broadway and Chouteau 
avenue avery difficult piece of work is being 
done. A new curve of large radiusis being 
put in. On Fourth street it runs into the 
switch for the southern division of the road, 
and on the west line of — way it runs into 
the crossing of the Broadway line. At all the 
crossings of the St. Louis hts outhern Rallway 
tracks, crossings which arean innovation in 
St. Louls are being put in. They are solid 
cubic blocks of cast-iron, out through in two 
directions for cable conduilts,so that if at a fu- 
ture date the cross lines put in cables the 
crossing will not have to be changed. in- 
stead of having a place on the top for the 
rails the solid iron is grooved Ike an ordinary 
track. Each of these crossings weighs several 
tons and requires very careful setting ona 
heavy bed of conerete. 


Pictures for the New Hall. 


Mayor Noonan to-day received a letter from 
a member ofthe State Legislature, whoiwas a 
member of the committee which drafted the 
bill upon the restoration of the pictures in the 


State Capitol bullding. He states that unless 
something is done soon the pictures will be 
ruined and valueless, and advises that the 
Mayor recommend an appropriation of $1,000 
for thelr purchase and removal to St. Louis, 
where they can be used in the new Oity Hall. 

Mayor Noonan said that he thought it was a 
very good idea, and that he would recommend 
the appropriation. Delegate Stone, it is un- 
derstood, will introduce a bill in the House of 
Delegates providing the money and will urge 
its passage. Some of the pictures are by 
Wymer and are now very valuable.

If the National Wheat Growers’ Con- 
vention, now in session in this city, shall 
do nothing beyond fully impressing this 
truth upon the minds of more farmers 
than now seem to be aware of it, the 
tillers of the soil will sooner or later 
find a practical remedy for this injustice.

The failure of labor organizations to 
control the wage market in cities fore- 
shadows the more utter failure of any at- 
tempt to unite the much larger and more 
scattered body of wheat growers in an ef- 
fort to fix the price of wheat regardless of 
foreign markets and export demand.

Burning of the Steamer Quinta—Disaster in 
a Gas- House.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Oct. 24.—News comes 
from Prescott of a terrible beiler explosion 
which occurred at the cotton gin of F. W.

WasHINGTON, D. O., Oct, 24.—The results of 
the recent trial of the Baltimore and the show- 
ing of the patent log that she made her max!- 
mum speed of twenty and siz-tenths knots an 


hour when her horse wer was about two 
hundred less than when 2 was making 
nineteen and sixtenths knots, have impressed 
— naval officers with the fact that itis im- 
possible to get the exact speed of a fast ship 
with ＋ kind of log. The old-tash- 
ioned ip log has long been regarded 
as unsatisfactory for any speed above four- 
teen knots, and the best of patent logs are 
very unreliable at high speed. This has bern 
shown by n two logs over from the same 
ship in a test that was made on a lon ＋ „ at 
sea. At no observation did the two 12 
the same speed, but at times one won 
ahead an then the other, showing that 
neither had a constant unit of variation, 

The question of how best to determine the 
speed of a fast vessel is one of great impor- 
tance tothe Navy Department, when nearly 
all the vessels now being constructed under 
contract have premiums of for each 

narter of aknot. Ifa log is sed, a varia- 
tion of a whole knot, such as seems to have 
occurred on the trial of the Baltimore, would 
result in a large lose to either the Government 
or the contractor, depending og which side 
the variation migh 2 It is agreed 
that the only way to vet at the exact 
speed of a fast vessel is to run her over a meas- 
ured course, and the only question ta be sett 
tied Is as to how long the course should be, I-

As any one of these methods would be better 
than to rely altogether on the log and as some

The Lecture Delivered by Prof. 
Harris at the Branch 
High School. 


His Pupils Take Offense at an 
Alleged Statement Made in 
the Class - Room. 


They Charge That He Took Occasion to 
Make an Offensive Statement Ridicul- 
ing Religious Practices—The Professor 
Says He Meant Ne Offense and Was 
Eatirely Misunderstood — The S&State- 
ments of the Pupilse—Sectarian Teach 
ing and Comments Strictly Prohibited 
—An Apology Offered the Class—Parents 
Discussing the Affair. 


OR the first time tn the 
Ferner, of the Public 
Schools of St. Louls a 
se teacher ischarged with 
exerting sectarian in- 
fiuence with his pu- 
pils. More than that 
~—of offering a direct 
insult to the feelings 
of scholars holding & 
certain religious be- 
lief. The alleged of- 
fender against the 
strict rule of the board 
in this regard is no 
less a person than 
Prof. D. H. Harris, 
the first assistant in that ranch of the High 
School which is held in the Fos- 
ter Buliding on Sixteenth and 
Pine streets. The charge against 
Mr. Harris is of such a grave character that 
its being given publicity will undoubtedly 
create one of the biggest sensations which has 
agitated the friends of the schools in years. 
On Monday Prof. Harris was delivering a 
lecture on art and architecture to Olass C, 
in the Foster Building, and in his treatment of 
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the principal of the school, and he refused 

érmission to see any of the young ladies un- 
ess authorised to do so by Mr. Soldan, the 
general principal of all the high school 
branches. 

Mr. Soldan was sought, but he, too, saw fit 
to deny the request. © was then asked if he 
would be willing to furnish the addresses of 
the young ladies so that they could be seen at 
their homes. He sald that before doing that 
he would have to consult his superiors. They 
were opposed to it, and of course Mr. Soldan 
would not give the addresses on his own re- 
nn, f 

When asked if be knew of the trouble which 
had grown out of Prof. Harris’ remark, Prof. 
Soldan said: 

* R Iam not Inclined to think that Mr. 
Harris said anything which couid be offensive 
to anyone, for I don’t think he would be care- 
less of the feelings of any of his pupils. Be- 
sides, it is so direotiy contrary to the whole 
spirit of the school that I cannot think other- 
wise than that he has been misunderstood. 
If such a remark was made by any of the pro- 
fessors it was e, for no 
one has * g say any 
thing of religion at will burt feel- 
ings. We cannot teach religion here, but we 
can inspire respect for religion and teach con - 
sideration for the religious beliefs of others. 
‘lam very outspoken in this matter, for my 
opinions on the subject are very positive, and 
Iam violently opposed tothe introduction of 
anything concerning religion in the public 
schools. IS ball inguire into this and find out 
whetherthe remark was made or whether 
Mr. Harr is said — which his young 
pupils misunderstood, and I can assure you 
that never again will such a thing occur in 
this school. 

Some time later a visit was paid to the Fos- 
ter building, where Mr. Harris’ classes are, to 
ask him it he had anything to say concerning 
the remark attributed to him. Mr. Butler, 
who has charge of that branchofthe High 
School, opened the door, and when Mr. Har- 
ria wae asked for, We sad: Well, whatever 
business you have with Mr. Harris you wil! 
have to transact through Mr. Soldan. He is 
the principal, you know, I am only asub- 
ordinate and I cannot let you see him. Mr. 
Soldan is In the Dullding now. 

**Very well, I want to see bim.“ 

Mr. Butler sad, Well, if you will take a 
seat in his office, I will go and tell bim.“ 

Mr. Butler went up-stairs and returned in a 
few minutes with a message that Mr. Soldan 
would be down shortly. 

Mr. Soldan came soon and the first thing he 
ald was: As Itold yqu before I do not 
think that Mr. Harris made thatremark. I 
have been talking to him and investigating 
the matter and lam not yet through. Mr. 

ris made some statement on Monday 
which was misunderstood, I think, but Iam 
sure that he did not intend to offend anyone. 
However, I will cali bim.“ 

Mr. Harris came in. He was told what'state- 
ment was attributed to him, and he said: 

**Ido not remember saying anything of the 
kind, or making any statement which was or 
could be considered a refiection on the Oath- 
olle Cnurch or — other church. I deny that 
I said anything about paying a dollar for con- 
fession, an I do not understand 
how anyone got such an idea. I did 
refer to Protestants going to church to 

hear sermons and to the manner in which 
Catholics attend churcb, but that you may un- 
derstand that reference I must tell you some- 
thing of that lesson. Iwas speaking to the 
clase of different kinds of church architecture

and verified the reporg of Mr. Harris’ remark- 
able statement, which, as said above, had be- 
come quite generaily circulated. As five of 
the young ladies seen were not of that creed, 
to the believers of which offence is said to have 
been given, the substantiation is strong.

BOWMAN’S WEAPON, 


The Missing Revolver Supposed to 
Be in a Pawn Shop. 


Mysterious Suppression of Hvi- 
dence at the Chambers 
Examination. 


The Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
County Refuses to Produce the Effects 
Found on the Body of Frank J. Bowman 
by the Ooroner—An Attempt of B. M. 
Chambers’ Counsel to Secure the Arti- 
cles Only Partially Successful—Bowman 
Moneyless, Desperate and Unarmed 
When He Attempted to Force a Settle- 
ment With Chambers—His Watch Is in 
the Keeping of a Pawnbroker and His 
Revolver Is Supposed to Be Keeping It 
OCompany—Progress of the Hearing at 


O-MORROW morning 
the preliminary ex- 
amination of Barthol- 
omew M. Chambers, 
who killed Frank J. 
Bowman, will be re- 
sumed at Clayton, be- 
fore Justice Greens- 
telder. 

During the hearing 

of evidence yesterday 
afternoon something interesting occurred. 

As stated in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday 
the effects found on Bowman’s body by 
Coroner Oaster, when he made the search of 
the clothing some twenty-six hours after the 
killing, were: a bunch of keys, one large 
key, a pocket- book containing two letters and 
two pawn tickets, a Waterbury open-face 
watch, a few cards, 48 cents, exceptions to 
the referee’s report in Bowman vs. Hill, and 
some other trifies. During the inquest 
Tuesday evening Dr. Caster was asked to 
show the effects. He hesitated over the mat- 
ter for sometime. While he was undecided a 
young man who occupies asmall position in 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s office whispered 
in his ear Don't do it.“ Thenthe Coroner 
refuse to allow even the bunch ot keys 
to be examined. He repeated his refusal 
several times saying that he would turn over 
the articles to the Public Adminstrator. 

An appeal was made to Prosecuting Attor- 
ney John K. Warfield from this decision of 
the Coroner on Tuesday evening. Mr. War- 
field smiled when he was told Dr. Caster pro- 
posed to turn 

THE EFFECTS OF BOWMAN 
over to the Public Administrator. 

„He will turn them over to me, Mr. War- 
field said. The Public Administrator has no 
interest in them. They area part ot the evi- 
dence in the case. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Warfield had a long 
interview in his office with the Coroner. At 
the end of this interview Dr. Caster left the 
office, taking with him the bundle of effects, 
which he deposited in the safe in the Sheriff's 


office. 

Mr. Warfield was asked if an opportunity 
for the inspection of the articles would be 
afforded a representative of this paper. He 
said the articles did not amount to anything; 
were private property of the deceased, and he 
saw no reason why they should be inspected 


by any one. 

He gave no explanation of this sudden 
change of opinion. It was very strange this 
refusal to allow an inspection to be made and 

ave rise to the suspicion that something had 
been found which would be valuable to the 
defendant, B. M. Chambers, something show- 
ing the intent of Bowman in his visit to Cham- 
bers on the fatal Monday. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Caster was called 
as a witness fortie prosecution in the pre- 
liminary exatwination. He was put on the 
stand to justify the introduction of the oddly- 
written verdict of the Coroner’s jury, and to 
help the State to establish the nogative fact 
that he found no weapon on the body of Bow- 
man. On

tense, asked Dr. Caster to produce the articles 
he had removed from Bowman's body.

The facts developed in spite of this at- 
tempted suppression show that Bowman was 
in financial difficulties when he went out to 
force a settiement with B. M. Chambers. He 
borrowed at the Hotel Barnum before 
going to Clayton Monday morning. When a 
search was made of bis pockets after death 48 
cents, two pawn tickets, a cheap watch and 
an unset stone (supposed to be a diamond) 
were found. 

He bad pawned his gold watch and some 
other article, 

SUPPOSED TO BE A REVOLVER, 
and had spent all the money so realized. 

The only valuable property he haa on which 
money could be raised was the diamond. He 
was almost destitute. 

He was in that situation when he set out to 
compel Chambers, against whom he held a 
judgment for $28,000, to settle. 

Intimate acquaintances of Bowman know 
that he always carried arevolver. He was 
very fond of fire arms and believed in a resort 
to pistols to settle quarrels. Me professed to 
be ready at all times to meet bis enemies. He 
has been known to carry bis revolver in his 
outside coat pocket, convenient for quick 
shooting. 

Three witnesses at the preliminary exam! 
nation of B. M. Chambers have said that when 
ordered to leave the Chambers place on Mon- 
day Bowman threw his right hand back as if 
to drawa weapon, When he was picked up it 
was found that his right hand was in the 
pocket of his overcoat. 

The theory is that, seeing Chambers armed 
and defying him, ordering bim off the place, 
Bowman instinctively felt for his weapon. 

He probably did not have time to realize 
thathe had no weapon before the charge 
— Cbambers’ gun blew the life out of his 

ead. ° 

Mr. Chambers did not know that Bowman 
was unarmed. He says that when Bowman 
put his right hand back tothe overcoat pocket 
he-belleved Bowman wae armed, and to save 
hie own life he was compelled to kill Bow- 
man. 

THE EXAMINATION 

of B. M. Chambers was not concluded yester- 
day, but was continued until to-morrow morn- 
ing, when more evidence will be heard. 
It is expected that the showing of self-defense 
will be so plain that Mr. Chambers will be ad- 
mitted to bail by the examining Justice or by 
the presiding Judge of thecircuit. Bond in 
any sum §can be given, as all of Mr. Chamber 
relatives are able and willing to assist him. 


Frank Bowman’s Estate. 


Henry D. Laughlin, who has taken charge of 
the estate of the late Frank J. Bowman, finds 
bimself in a quagmire, aa he expressed himself 
this morning. ‘‘I have heard of estates 


being mixed up, he sajd, and of adminis- 
trators and executors having a hard time to 
straighten out matters, but I never saw or 
he ofa more perfectly mixed up affair than 
Bowman's estate. It is like a thicket. 
There is no . and I know 
only enough about is affairs to 
know where to probe to find an opening. 
Bowman and I were antagonistic, and, though 
I represented him in the Patrick case, 
he pever made a confidant of me 
or of any one elise I know of. 
His life wasaturbulent one and his affairs 
have been leit in the same condition. The 
greater part of the estate consists of those 
wild Texas lands you have heard 
80 much about, but like everything 
else it is bound up in litiga- 
tion. Idonotknow whereto begin and will 
delay until Jean see my way more clearly. 
As to the will Ido not know that he left 
one, and I do not know anything more 
ofthe intentions of the Chicago and New 
York wives than has been published. I ex- 
pect a great deal of litigation will result over 
the claims of the three wives and children but 
as yet I have not prepared for that. 
Besides having bad almost every piece of 
property he owned, mortgaged, Bowman 
left his estate subject to attack from 
three quarters, the wives. In the 
first place when he was divorced from 
Mrs. Bowman in this city, the court awarded 
ber $30,000 alimony in gross and Bowman 
transferred two houses on Grand avenue to 
ber. A deed of trust for $15,000 hung over the 
propert which Bowman axreed to 
ay 0 but never did. This $15,000 
reing n judgment of court will 
have a preferred place in the long list ot 
claims against the estate. The alimony paid 
Mrs. Bowman, however, does not satisfy any 
claim the daughter of the first marriage 
may have against her father’s estate 
and she has announced that she will put in 
and prosecute her claim. In the second place, 
he was not divorced from his second wife, 
Mrs. Ida Clements Bowman of Chicago, 
before he married Miss Stella Pratt of 
New York and she, it is said, is coming 
to this city in person to present her claim for 
dower in Bowman’s estate. It is rumored 
that Miss Pratt of New York bas a will, made 
by the deceased in 1887, bequeathing his 
entire estate to her. The will 
can be of no more value than 
blank paper, as far as warding off the claims 
of the other wives and children is con- 
cerned. Miss Pratt, it is said, has sent her 
brother to this city to represent her. When 
the three, Mr. Pratt,Miss Clemens of New York 
and Mre. Bowman of this city get together 
they may possibly evoive something from the 
chaos of judgments, notes, mortgages, un- 
paid alimonies, dowers and other like claims 
against which the estate has been thrown.

They Played Under Disadvantages Early in 
the Seagon—Over-Confidence Lost Them 
Many Games and the Trouble About 


Grounds—Never Afraid of the Result | 4

Two petitlons were presented to the Board of 

Directors, one indorsing the present East 

Side inspectors, and the other agreeing to in- 

dorse the appointees of Chief Inspector Burks 

if the State Board of Rallroad Commissioners 

would agree to appoint four ofthe present 

inspectors, two on each side of the river. The 

first petition bore the most names, but sev- 

eralofthe larger dealers appeared on both 
papers. 

DISCUSSING THE PETITIONS. 

John N. Booth, P. P. Connor, John Wahl, 
H. F. Langenberg and W. M. Prce favored 
the indorsement of the State inspectorg on 
the East Side. D. P. Grier led the opposition, 
seconded by Jos. Sherry, Charles F. Orthwein, 


John O. Fears and others. 


Mr. @ooth stated that he had conferred 
with the State Rallroad Commissioners, and 
had been assured by Mr. Downing that 
if State inspection was allowed on 
the East Side, that two of the present force 
would be appointed in East St. Louis and two 
on this side of the river. In answer to aques- 
tion as to what would be done in case the in- 
spectors appointed deciined to serve Mr. 
Booth said thatthe Railroad Commissioners 
would allow the Merchants’ Exchange to pass 
upon the qualifications of such men as might 
be nominated in their places, and that four 
inspectors would be allowed the Exchange in 
case of a vacancy occurring from any cause. 
H. F. Langenberg spoke in favor of the pro- 
posed compromise, dwelling upon the’evils of 
a double inspection and declaring that many 
of the men who had signed the petition in- 
dorsing the inspection, did not receive a 
carload of grain a week. He further 
stated that at least two-thirds 
of the grain received east of the river was 
owned by those who were in favor of the in- 
dorsement of the State inspectors. 

D. P. GRIER 
took issue with Langenberg sharply on this 
point, asserting that more than two-thirds of 
the grain received was represented by the 
signers of the petition asking that 
the rating of the present inspectors 
be recognized as regular on the floor 
of the Merchants’ Exchange. He went on to 
say that the Merchants’ Exchange was master 
of the situation, and that the Missouri in- 


spectors were entirely“ dependent on their 


courtesy forthe power of inspection east of 
the river. Nine-tenths of all the grain received 
inthis city could be sent to East St. Louis if 
necessary, and the Missouri inspectors 
would not obtain sufficient fees to pay ex- 
penses.

New YorxK,Oct. 244.—A Port-au-Prince( Hayti) 
special under date October 9, says: When 
Frederick Douglass landed on the miserable 
wharf which juts into the inner harbor of the 
Haytien capital he sniffed the air uneasily 
and looked as if he were filled with regrets for 
the ship he had just left. ; 

„es, he said, when this suggestion was 
made, 1 do miss the Kearsarge already, 
for in all my life I never experienced greater 
courtesy, never more forcibly realized how 
deserved is the high reputation of our coun- 
try’s naval officers.’’ 

The members of his suite were equally en- 
thusiastic, and as Ihave had some chance of 
knowing the good service these much abused 
public seryants have performed here I take 
great pleasure in transmitting a statement 
from the United States Minister, which per- 
aps is, after all, the best answer that can be 
made to all the virulent billingsgate of late 
poured upon the heads of the unoffending 
officers of the Ossipec. 

NO PRESIDENTIAL INAUGU RATION. 

But the transfer from the comfortable cabin 
and cool breezes of the Kearsarge to the sewer- 
jess streets of Port-au-Prince was not the only 
misery in store for Mr. Douglass, for though 
the man-of-war arrived promptly upon the 
date fixed for the Inauguration of Hippolyte, 
yet ite haste was useless, as there was no 
President to be installed. 

Since the occupation the Provisional Govy- 
ernment, following ite patriotic theory, has 
been too busy with matters touching the 
moral and material well being of the 
country to select an executive. Reforms of 
all kinds are being vigorously prosecuted,and 
at the present moment the members of the 
Cabinet are either hard at work in their min- 
istries or in attendance upon the Oonstituent 
Assembly, which has been in session at Gon- 
alves since September 2. | 

Constitation tinkering has always been a 
subject which most earnestly engrosses the 
Haytien political world, and as matters look 
now it is almost sure that the new ark to be 
launched and christened will be malniy 
laid down and shaped upon the 
lines of Salnave’s article of 1867. 
Following that curious and illogical opposi- 
tion to foreign whites which began with mak- 
ing Dessalines the popular hero and has 
ended by putting Hippolyte at the head of the 
government, no liberality will be shown to 
those dwellers without the political tents of 
Hayti. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL TERM AND PAY.
